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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.”’ Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.’’ Acts 2:4. 
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‘Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try 
you, as though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you: But rejoice, inasmuch 
as ye are partakers of Christ’s suffer- 
ings; that, when his glory shall be re- 
vealed, ye may be glad also with ex- 
ceeding joy,” 1 Peter 4:12, 13. 

A trial is an examination by a test 
or a suffering of a temptation. I well 
remember when in school the dread we 
students would have resting on us a 
few days before our examination or 
test days came. How busy every one 
would get, studying diligently every 
previous lesson not knowing of just 
what the test would consist.

Peter seemed to recognize the impor- 
tance of the trial of our faith, for listen 
to his words, “That the trial of your 
faith, being much more precious than 
of gold that perisheth, though it be 
tried with fire, might be found unto 
praise and honor and glory at the ap- 
pearing of Jesus Christ,” 1 Peter 1:7. 

When David was fleeing through the 
wilderness, pursued by his own son, he 
was being prepared to become the sweet 
singer of Israel. The pit and the dun- 
geon were the best schools at which 
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Joseph ever graduated. The hurricane

WANTED: Evangelists and musi- 
cians on the Northeastern district of 
Kentucky, from Maysville up the Ohio 
River to Catlettsburg and the Big Sandy 
to Louisa. There are some good towns 
and wonderful opportunities all through 
this section. We have churches and 
buildings at Vanceburg and Catletts- 
burg, also a few saints at Louisa and 
Harris. Harris is twenty-five miles south 
of Vanceburg in the country, but a 
good building is available and hospitable 
homes to stay in. There is only one 
other evangelist on this entire district 
besides me and one bishop who works in 
other states and districts. We have not 
had a real revival with any definite vic- 
tory this year, owing to lack of help.

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“Ghe “Wisdom of God

For a scriptural basis for this message, 
I call your attention to the Apostle 
Paul’s First Epistle to the Corinthians, 
chapter one, verses 17 to 14. 

For a text I will use verse 25 of this 
chapter: ‘Because the foolishness of 
God is wiser than men; and the weak- 
ness of God is stronger than men.” 


Here in this scripture lesson (please 
note carefully) we have God in His 
wisdom setting aside or destroying the 
wisdom of the world and man, making 
it foolish. 

Verses 19 and 20: “For it is written, 
I will destroy the wisdom of the wise, 
and will bring to nothing the under- 
standing of the prudent. Where is the 
wise? Where is the scribe? Where is the 
disputer of this world? Hath not God 
made foolish the wisdom of this world?” 
Now God has a reason for this act and 
Paul gives it in the next verse, “For after 
that in the wisdom of God the world 
by wisdom knew not God, it pleased 
God by the foolishness of preaching to 
save them that believe.” Also, the text 
says, “Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men; and the weakness of 
God is stronger than men.” God never 
acts without cause or reason and He 
made man for His glory. All created 
things are for His glory. The sun, the 
moon, the rain, etc. are for His glory. 

That the world in its wisdom knew 
not God is a proven fact. A person can 
secure a diploma from all the _ higher 
educational institutions of the whole 
world and this within itself will not 
give one knowledge of God. But there 
is a plan, though it has been classed fool- 
ish by those that perish, whereby all can 
be saved. It is the power of God. This 
plan has been divinely made by God in 
His wisdom to humble man and to 
glorify Him. The whole plan of salva- 
tion exalts God and not man’s learning 
or worldly knowledge. 

The wisdom of man doesn’t under- 
stand spiritual things because they are 
spiritually discerned. 1 Cor. 2:14, “But 
the natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for they are fool- 
ishness unto him: neither can he know 
them because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” 

The reason the preaching of the 
cross is classed as foolishness and was 
classed as foolishness in Paul’s day, is be- 
cause the cross is a spiritual term and 
spiritually discerned. Also, His choice 
of the simple Galilee fishermen to fol- 
low and carry the message was follow- 
ing His divine plan to confound the 
wise and mighty with weak and foolish 
things of the world. His plan is that He 


receive the glory and not flesh, 1 Cor. 
1:29, that no flesh should glory in His 
presence, and we will have to follow 
Paul’s instructions in verse 31, “He 
that glorieth let him glory in the Lord.” 

Let us consider His plan which hum- 
bles the wise and mighty and exalts God. 
First, Paul’s manner of preaching. In 
verse 17 Paul tells the Corinthians that 
Christ sent him to preach the gospel 
which is the cross of Calvary and it was 
to be preached not with wisdom of 
words, lest the cross of Christ should 
be made of none effect. This manner of 
preaching is to them that perish foolish- 
ness but it is the power of God and wis- 
dom of God. Verse 24. 


Yes, the cross still has power to save 
in our day if it is preached as the pow- 
er of God and the wisdom of God. I 
am a young minister and unworthy to 
advise but I believe that to preach the 
cross as Paul preached it, though it is 
rugged and an offense to many of our 
modern-day pulpits, it will still produce 
death to sin and unbelief. Many may re- 
coil and cry, “Slaughter-house relig- 
ion!” but to every person, regardless of 
nationality, it is the power of God to 
save. It will still produce results as in 
days of yore. 

We see Paul’s method of preaching 
the cross in 1 Cor. 2:1-5, “And I, 
brethren, when I came to you, came 
not with excellency of speech or of wis- 
dom, declaring unto you the testimony 
of God. For I determined not to say 
anything among you, save Jesus Christ, 
and him crucified. And I was with you 
in weakness, and in fear, and in much 
trembling. And my speech and my 
preaching was not with the _ enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in demon- 
stration of the Spirit and of power: 
That your faith should not stand in the 
wisdom of men, but in the power of 
God.” 

I fear today much of our preaching 
is done with the object as self-glorifica- 
tion but this isn’t in God’s way of 
preaching or of His wisdom. Paul laid 
aside his learning from Gamaliel and 
was sure his preaching was such that 
people would glorify God and _ their 
faith would be in the power of God. 
1 Cor. 2:5, “But in the power of God 
also that the cross should be effective.” 
1 Cor. 1:17, “Not with wisdom of 
words lest the cross of Christ be made 
of none effect,” or lest success should 
be ascribed to the flow of wisdom or 
words of force and art. He wasn’t re- 
sponsible for the spirit that got in them 
that made them cry, “Paul, Apollos 
and Cephas.” Sure, the cross will give 
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you salvation and not preacher religion. 
Paul wanted the cross to be effective 
and wanted God to get the honor for 
all the results. His manner allowed the 
crucified Lord to be seen and he was 
careful that nothing should dim _ its 
light, not even suffering. 

You remember when the children of 
Israel were bitten by fiery serpents and 
were dying in the wilderness, God told 
Moses to place a brazen serpent on a 
pole and all who looked that were bit- 
ten lived. This serpent was placed in a 
position where the dying could see it. 
Moses didn’t get on the pole himself or 
stand between the serpent and the peo- 
ple that he might receive the glory. His 
message to Israel was “Look and Live.” 
John the Baptist said, “Behold the Lamb 
of God.” The people went to hear rugged 
John tell of “another.” 

The simple, plain message will attract 
people still. John didn’t cater to his 
congregation made up of Pharisees, Sad- 
ducees and Herod’s (people with other 
men’s wives). He blasted the outward 
formalism of the Pharisees by calling 
them “generation of vipers.” They had 
shrunk away from all godliness and 
nobleness and withered into a mummy 
of a soul. God have mercy on the re- 
ligious mummies that are in our churches. 
God makes one alive. 

All the while John was preparing the 
way of the Lord. You can’t be a weak- 
ling and dance to every one’s tune and 
be a John C. Fermont, “the pathfind- 
er.” Preach the cross and lift up Jesus, 
be a voice of one crying in this world 
(wilderness). Make His path straight. 
This will attract people to hear this 
simple message. 

After Catherine Booth had been es- 
tablishing the Salvation Army among 
the poor of France, she rented a fash- 
ionable ballroom near the grand opera 
and preached the gospel plain and sim- 
ple. All of Paris was stirred. The boule- 
vard without was blocked with car- 
riages bringing ladies dressed as for 
opera, and men also with evening clothes. 
When the Salvationist appeared, opera 
glasses came into play with laughing 
comments on every side. When Mrs. 
Booth knelt and silently prayed the 
whole audience rose up in wonder. “Is 
she sick?” asked one lady. “She is pray- 
ing,” was the reply. There was an ex- 
clamation of surprise at her kneeling in 
the dust regardless of her dress. Her 
subject was “Has God Left Paris?” At 
first as she spoke, upon the faces of the 
audience would be a look of amused 
wonder. Fans would be fluttering and 
glasses in use. There was that false sim- 
pering smile that is put on to hide the 
real feeling of the heart. But after 
awhile, as the power of God could be 
felt through the straight, yet tender 
words of the speaker, they would for-

Prayer 


“And when thou prayest, thou shalt 
net be as the hypocrites are: for they 


love to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of the streets, that 
they may be seen of men. Verily I say 
unto you, They have their reward. But 
thou, when thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly. But 
when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, 
as the heathen do: for they think that 
they shall be heard for their much 
speaking,” Matt. 6:5-7. 

Prayer is an offering up of our de- 
sires for things lawful and needful, with 
a humble confidence to obtain them 
through the alone mediation of Christ, 
to the praise of the mercy, truth, and 
power of God. 

The admonition in the verses quoted 
comes from Jesus to His followers and 
is written for our instruction. There is 
nothing as important as prayer and it 
should come from a sincere heart of one 
feeling the need of God’s guidance, not 
only in his own life but in the lives 
of others. We are not heard for our 
much speaking as some may think, but 
that heart that is touched with the love 
and power of God and feels the need 
of God’s guiding hand and goes to Him 
in earnest prayer will never be turned 
away. There is nothing so important as 
our feeling that we must have God’s 
guidance. In so many instances in the 
Bible the early followers felt that prayer 
was the only thing and_ without the 
guidance of the Lord they could go no 
farther. Even in the selection of the one 
to take Judas’ place, they said, “Lord, 
thou knowest the hearts of men,” and 
they asked the Lord to direct them in 
this selection. In fact, the early Church 
never did anything without first pray- 
ing. 

“And in that day ye shall ask me 
nothing. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in 
my name, he will give it you. Hitherto 
have ye asked nothing in my name: 
ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy 
may be full,” John 16:23, 24. 

Here Jesus infers that the disciples 
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had not asked the Father in His name 
before this, but we do know that they 
had been taught to pray. Here, for the 
first time, Jesus makes the positive 
statement that those who ask anything 
in His name that the Father will grant 
it. This is true. We must ask in faith 
believing. This is a new basis of prayer, 
given to us by the blessed Redeemer, 
and I dare say that all those who ask in 
faith and according to God’s divine plan 
and purpose have never failed to receive 
an answer. 

“And whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son. If ye shall 
ask any thing in my name, I will do 
it,” John 14:13, 14. 

In this promise it is made plain that 
the Father must be glorified in the Son. 
All our petitions should first be to 
glorify God, for the good of humanity 
and to bring to pass His will upon 
earth. I believe those who are anointed 
to pray are most always in this kind of 
attitude before they offer their petitions 
but it would be good for us to consid- 
er and be sure there is no selfish motive 
in our petitions. Another thing, those 
who expect their petitions to be an- 
swered must keep the commandments 


of God. His commandments are not . 


grievous and it is said that all the com- 
mandments are fulfilled in this _ one, 
“Thou shalt love the Lord with all thy 
heart and thy neighbor as thyself.” He 
whose heart is in this attitude may ex- 
pect a reply from his petition for he 
will not ask things contrary to God’s 
will and the best interest of those con- 
cerned. 

After the first miracle persecution 
began and the apostles were confronted 
with opposition from the supreme coun- 
cil at Jerusalem. 

“The kings of the earth stood up, 
and the rulers were gathered together 
against the Lord, and against his Christ. 
For of a truth against thy holy child 
Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, both 
Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Gentiles, and the people of Israel, were 


gathered together, for to do  whatso- 
ever thy hand and_ thy counsel deter- 
mined before to be done. And now, 


Lord, behold their threatenings:. and 
grant unto thy servants, that with all 
boldness they may speak thy word,” 
Acts 4:26-29. 

It seems that these precious servants 
of God were greatly disturbed for they 
had been positively forbidden to preach 
the gospel and heal the sick. In verse 29 
they called upon God to behold the 
threatenings and also grant them bold- 
ness, that they might speak the Word 
of God. 

Now God is just as able to give vic- 
tory to His servants as He was then. 
The most important thing to those ear-

Better Service 


Jesus said, “I am the vine, ye are the 
branches,” John 15:5. Every branch is 
to be a fruit bearer. 

In this chapter the branches of the 
true vine are described as bearing fruit, 
more fruit, much fruit. How many 
Christians bear little fruit? How many 
more professors bear no fruit at all? 
Read what Jesus says of all such, “Ev- 
ery branch in me that beareth not fruit 
he taketh away,” John 15:2. 

Every fruit bearer, or branch of the 
true vine, will desire to bear fruit and 
more fruit, and will be busy to that end. 
To bear more fruit and render a better 
service to God we shall need: 

1. To improve our own Christian ex- 
perience. The better we know the Lord 
and the more closely we walk with Him 
the better will be our service for Him. 
In the successful Christian worker a 
knowledge of the Bible, adaptability and 
training are all very important, but 
above all of these is the positive person- 
al touch with God. Improve in this and 
you improve in all else. 

2. More, and better praying is a part 
of the better service program. Reading, 
study, nor any other personal improve- 
ment exercise can take the place of that 
essential, deep heart communion with 
and devotion to God, in prayer. Fail in 
prayer alone and you will go nowhere 
in the Christian life. At every turn and 
in every forward move prayer must have 
a prominent place. Someone has said, “He 
who has prayed well has studied well.” 

3. Our better service program must 
be “‘as unto Him.” It is God whom we 
are to please, only His approval counts. 
It is for His eye and ear we aze to do 
and say all. The approval of men is not 
to be counted. A man starting to pick 
up something which did not belong to 
him first looked in each direction around 
him. His little boy who was with him, 
observing his actions said, ‘Father, 
there is one way you did not look, you 
did not look up.” How much of our 
Christian service is rendered with our 
eyes merely on men, we feel good as 
long as our service is pleasing to men. 
A better service, a life of deeper spirit- 
uality, will have more of God’s approv- 
al. 

4. Any better spiritual service must 
be accompanied with a better interpre- 
tation and a closer application of God’s 
Word, both in heart and life, and in 
principles and methods of service. 

5. A better service and greater pro- 
gress in our Christian life are inspired 


by the outlook ahead. We have only a 
little while to live and serve in this 
present life and should make the best 
of it. For there is a reward at the end of 
the way. That reward will be according 
to the degree of our faithfulness and 
service here.

A Letter From Missionaries 
In India 


Chengannur P. O. 
Travancore, South India 
May 31, 1938

Dear Brother Tharp: 

God has certainly been with us 
throughout our journey. In dozens of 
ways we have seen and felt His hand 
guiding. The voyage itself was wonder- 
ful but the greatest joy is being here. 
When we came into sight of the har- 
bor of Cochin, which, by the way, is 
the most beautiful harbor we have ever 
seen, our hearts leaped with joy, exul- 
tantly tearful that here at last was our 
new home, our field of labor; in fact a 
feeling that it was “our land” came over 
us. 

Our ignorance of the language and 
customs could have caused us serious 
difficulty upon arrival, since no one 
was there to meet us, but we had al- 
ready asked God several days previous 
to solve every difficulty, especially if 
it should be that no one should meet us 
at the port. The situation was already 
in His hands and step by step He opened 
the way and with very little difficulty 
we were brought right to Brother Cook’s 
home. However, they had not yet re- 
turned from the hills and had not re- 
ceived notice of the exact date we were 
to arrive, which accounts for there be- 
ing no one to meet us at Cochin. The 
natives rejciced to see us, but were great- 
ly embarrassed that arrangements had 
not already been made for us, and were 
naturally at their wits’ end to know 
what to do for us. Someone prepared our 
tasty supper of boiled eggs, boiled cow’s 
milk, and fresh pineapple, and we re- 
tired in a strange place, the only white 
people in miles, for there are no Euro- 
peans in Chengannur. Monday we en- 
joyed a native breakfast and lunch, but 
early in the afternoon Brother Cook’s 
secretary came from his work in North 
Travancore. Though a native, he speaks 
English very well, and into his very 
capable hands all matters have been left, 
as he is accustomed to carrying for same 
in Brother Cook’s absence; therefore, we 
have had no worry since. He arranged 
our room in the Cook’s home, as had 
been planned for us, and has arranged 
for our meals, so that we are very much 


at home already. These good, humble 


people have been so kind to us and have 
given us such a warm welcome that our 
joy of arrival just increases each day we 
are here. News of our arrival spread 
quickly so that yesterday we had visit- 
ors almost all day long, some of them 
walking ten, twelve and even twenty- 
two miles to see us. 

The hot season is closing; the mon- 
soon rains will begin just any day. These 
buildings are upon a beautiful high hill, 
and we have enjoyed a cool breeze al- 
most constantly since being here. We 
thank God that at no time on the voy- 
age nor since our arrival have we actu- 
ally suffered from the heat. Certainly 
we will be able readily to adjust our- 
selves to the climate and customs here. 

Last evening the local pastor had 
prayer meeting at this house. Such a 
glorious meeting we had! God richly 
blessed us all together. Bible school is 
in session, another session to _ begin 
next Monday. These students came to 
the prayer meeting. A precious group 
they are. Both of us spoke to them 
through an interpreter, which was not 
so difficult as we had imagined it would 
be. God blessed our messages to their 
hearts and the great volume of praise 
warmed our souls. We clapped our hands 
as they sang, but when they began “At 
the cross, at the cross, where I first saw 
the light,” we sang with them in Eng- 
lish. Though yet somewhat tired from 
the long trip, during which we wished 
many times for a good Church of God 
service instead of the thirty minute 
Anglican service each Sunday on board 
the ship, we felt greatly refreshed after 
last night’s meeting. We are both very 
happy for we feel we are in the very 
center of God’s will. Just pray for us 
to stay right there and surely our lives 
will be a blessing. 

These native Christians and workers 
send greetings to you in America, with 
the word that they are praying for all 
of you and covet your prayers. 

Thank you for your cheery letter of 
the 16th, which we received yesterday, 
fourteen days after you posted it. 

“Hello” to all and God bless you.—

hirty-three Years of Mission- 

ary Work in the Tropics 


I was born in Victoria county, New 
Brunswick, Canada, where I grew up, 
but like many other Canadian boys I 
went early in life to the U. S. A. where 
there were greater opportunities and big- 
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ger wages than in Canada. For some 
time I worked in Aroostock county, 
Maine, where I was converted in a 
holiness mission on March 26, 1899. 
God did a definite work of grace in my 
heart and soon I began to feel that He 
had a work for me. With this in view 
I went to the Bible School at Shiloh, 
Maine, on the 10th day of December, 
1899, where God made Himself very 
real to me. After being two years in 
Bible School, I began to have a longing 
desire to get out and preach the truths 
that God had been burning into my 
soul. This desire was fully supplied when 
Elder Sandford came into the school one 
day and said God had laid it on his 
heart to commence a campaign to carry 
the gospel into every township in the 
state of Maine. 

The writer and Brother James Gray 
had the privilege of being the first two, 
of a hundred and forty, who were sent 
out on this great mission. It is true we 
had many trials and testing times to 
pass through during this campaign, but 
many wonderful blessings and lessons of 
faith when God made Himself real and 
near to us. Later we had a campaign in 
Eastern Canada and then in New Hamp- 
shire. 


While in New Hampshire I became - 


very much troubled over some false 
doctrine which had crept in and was 
being supported by the principal of the 
Bible School. After much prayer and 
careful thought, I felt that it was the 
mind of God for me to sever my con- 
nection with the movement. This was 
naturally very hard to do, as I had re- 
ceived so much help and blessing in the 
school. It was on that sacred hill top that 
I received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. But God had made it plain that 
I could not continue where I would have 
to preach error along with Bible truth. 
So like Abraham I left, not knowing 
where He wanted me. But the way was 
soon opened up and I enlisted in the 
ranks of the Salvation Army and went 
through the New York Training School. 
When the session closed, Lieutenant 
Crater and I were appointed for work 
in the West Indies. We sailed from New 
York on March 11, 1905, and arrived in 
Kingston, Jamaica, on the 18th. I was 
first appointed as assistant at the main 
station in Kingston, then some months 
later sent to Demerara to take charge 
of their main station in Georgetown. 
Early in 1906 I was sent to Trinadad 
where God wonderfully used and blessed 
me in His work. In 1907 I went tc 
Barbados where I was united in mar- 
riage to Lieutenant Almvall, who was 
also an officer in the Salvation Army, 
whom I had met in Kingston, Jamaica, 
when I came out from America. 

After our marriage we were sent to 
St. Georges, Grenada. This proved to be

The cross doesn’t 
need a dress suit, neither does it need 
garnishing. Let it be seen in its rough, 
plain features and the millions of earth 
can live. There is more power in the 
doctrine of Christ crucified than all 
earth’s wisdom. Paul preached Christ 
and Him crucified. 1 Cor. 1:23. This 
was a stumbling block to the Jews as they 
expected a king to come and set up his 
kingdom and it was foolishness to the 
Greeks. They couldn’t understand how 
we could live through one dead or be 
blessed through one cursed, or justified 
through one condemned. God’s plan and 
His wisdom is such that it meets our 
needs. 

The great Sam Jones, commenting on 
the preaching of the cross or Christ 
crucified, said, “When preaching Christ 
and Him crucified, many preachers 
preach their names and self dignified.” 
Fannie J. Crosby, though blind, had 
seen Calvary when she wrote the great 
poem “Near the Cross.” With her my 
spirit cries, 


“Jesus, keep me near the cross, 
There a precious fountain; 

Free to all a healing stream 
Flows from Calvary’s mountain. 


Near the cross a trembling soul, 
Love and mercy found me; 
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There the bright and morning star 
Sheds its beams around me. 


Near the cross, O Lamb of God, 
Brings its scenes before me; 
Help me walk from day to day 
With its shadow o’er me. 


Near the cross I'll watch and wait, 
Hoping, trusting, ever; 

Till I reach the golden strand 

Just beyond the river. 


Chorus: 
In the cross, in the cross 
Be my glory ever, 
Till my raptured soul shall find 
Rest beyond the river.” 


Another point for consideration is 
“His wisdom of calling which is un- 
wise to many.” 1 Cor. 1:26, “For ye 
see your calling, brethren, how that not 
many wise men after the flesh, not 
many mighty, not many noble are 
called.” 

In studying the Bible and the type 
of men God called as bearers of His 
Word, I find that Amos was a herds- 
man, Elisha was a plough-boy, David 
was a shepherd boy, the early apostles 
mostly were fishermen, ignorant and 
unlearned, but they had been with God.

ly followers was that they might be 
able to speak the Word of God and to 
stretch forth their hand to heal. It 
seems to me that the Church should get 
back to those days of power. The first 
thing is to be willing to do these things, 
then we must have God’s approval and 
His power. We can not do the things 
God would have us do without His pres- 

ence and power. 

It is said that “when they prayed, the 
place was shaken.” When we get in 
earnest about carrying on for God and 
doing things just like He says for us to 
do, His presence will be with us to the 
extent that it will be felt. 

They were filled with the Holy Ghost 
and spake the Word with boldness. It 
seems that this was a refilling or a 
manifestation of the abiding Holy Ghost. 
In all probability most of us need a 
refilling. I wonder if we are as in earn- 
est in preaching the Word to the lost 
and having power to heal the sick as 
we are in the promotion of government 
and other things that are really neces- 
sary. I am afraid we are stressing fi- 
nance and material things too much and 
leaving off the old-time love, power and 
blessings. There seems to be a lack of 
brotherly love throughout the Church 
in general, but a spirit of criticism has 
been made so prominent that I feel the 
Holy Ghost has been grieved. I tell you, 
if we will possess that degree of broth- 
erly love one for another, it will help 
us to throw a mantle of charity over 
the imperfections of our brother. 
“Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a 
fault, ye which are spiritual, restore 
such an one in the spirit of meekness; 
considering thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted,” Gal. 6:1. Now if we loved 
one another as we should and possessed 
the spirit of meekness, we would go to 
our brother who is at fault and tell him 
of his error in a kind, loving way, in- 
stead of telling everybody else of his 
faults, even magnifying them, and try- 
ing to hurt his influence and push him 
down. The brother in need is the brother 
we need to help, and the above scripture 
says “lest thou also be tempted.”

a very hard field indeed, yet God blessed 
and used us there to His honor and 
glory. From Grenada we were sent to 
Georgetown, Demerara, where we lab- 
ored under the blessing of God for over 
two years, when my wife’s health broke 
down and the doctor ordered her to be 
removed to one of the islands. This gave 
us the opportunity of returning to Bar- 
bados, where God gave us three very 
happy and useful years in His service. 

We were next sent to Antigua, where 
God also greatly used and made us a 
blessing. Many souls were won for the 
Master. From Antigua we were sent to 
the Isthmus of Panama, where we spent 
five very blessed years, many souls be- 
ing saved and sanctified under our min- 
istry, and the writer was used much in 
the work of erecting better buildings for 
the work there. 

In 1919 we went to Canada for a 
rest and vacation. We returned to the 
West Indies in 1920, Barbados being 
our field of labor. We were now work- 
ing with the Pilgrim Holiness people 
and during the two years that we spent 
in the work at St. Philips, we had the 
joy of seeing over two hundred souls 
kneel in our meetings seeking God and 
deliverance from sin. We were sent from 
here, much against the wishes of our 
superintendent and the people we were 
serving, to St. Croix. This proved to be 
a very hard and trying field, but God 
made Himself very real to us and gave 
us souls in our meetings, and friends to 
help us. From here we were sent to Saba, 
a Dutch Island, and a very hard and 
trying field it proved to be, so hilly, 
and very difficult to get about among 
the people. After being here for about 
two years Mrs. Winter’s health again 
gave cause for anxiety, and the doctor 
viewed it as very serious. He asked for 
the address of the Headquarters for the 
mission, and wrote himself, asking that 
we be removed where Mrs. Winter could 
be in some level place near the sea. While 
I could not ignore the advice of the 
doctor, I felt it my duty to give the 
Mission Board a chance to make the 
necessary change for us, which they 
promised to do as soon as possible. But 
owing to the depression that had set in 
and they were very hard up financial- 
ly, it seemed that they could not come 
to our help. I waited for nearly two 
more years, and the doctor kept ask- 
ing me if I was going to let my wife 
remain in Saba and die when a change 
to a near-by island would save her life. 
During this time the Methodist church 
offered me a charge on the Island of St. 
Martin that would be ideal so far as 
my wife’s health was concerned, and a 
great opportunity for me to preach in 
a much larger field. With this offer be- 
fore me I waited for almost another 
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year, but it seemed that the Mission 
Board could not make thé change we 
needed, at least for some time. So I fin- 
ally gave them notice that I had decided 
to accept the offer that the Methodists 
had made me nearly a year ago, and of 
which I had acquainted them. So we 
went to St. Martin where my _ wife’s 
health very rapidly improved, and God 
gave us seven very happy and useful 
years of service, with many souls during 
our stay in St. Martin. 

From St. Martin we came to Barba- 
dos, where we met Brother Ingram in 
1937, and God led us to cast in our lot 
here with the Church of God. God has 
been with us during the year, and has 
blessed us and made us a blessing among 
the people. Souls are being saved and 
sanctified in our meetings. There is cer- 
tainly a great opportunity for the 
Church of God here in Barbados. I am 
glad that God sent Brother Ingram 
here, and God being my helper I mean 
to do all I can to see the work grow and 
prosper under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. I praise God that He sent the 
Church of God here and has given me 
the privilege of being one of His work- 
ers to give the full gospel to hungry 
souls. All glory and: praise to our Re- 
deemer, for all His goodness in leading 
and keeping and providing for us all 
these years, and for the assurance that 
He has been with us all the way.—His 
and yours all for Jesus, J. B. Winter, 
evangelist.

ance; that they might obtain a better 
resurrection: and others had trial of 
cruel mockings and  scourgings, yea, 
moreover of bonds and imprisonment: 
they were stoned, they were sawn asun- 
der, were tempted, were slain with the 
sword: they wandered about in sheep- 
skins and goatskins; being destitute, af- 
flicted, tormented; (of whom the world 
was not worthy:) they wandered in des- 
erts, and in mountains, and in dens and 
caves of the earth,” Heb. 11:35-38. 

Christ is spoken of as the suffering 
servant. Patiently He endured all for 
our sake. He is a beautiful example of 
patient suffering. The spirit of long- 
suffering is essential for Christians to- 
day when confronted with trials. 

Looking forward to the conflicts 
through which some must pass, Christ 
gave this message through John: “Fear 
none of those things which thou shalt 
suffer . . . be thou faithful unto death, 
and I will give thee a crown of life.”
